NEW YORK, May 12.—A Herald special from 
Washington gives the following account of the 
visit of Conkling to Mentor and subse- 
quent events; Gen. Garfield opened 
the dialogue with interrogatories in regard to 
the characters of the various personages who 
had been spoken of for various offices. The 
conversation turned upon Mr. Morton. Mr. 
Conkling said he did not purpose to 
ask him for any position. If 
however, he intended to give a place to the 
State of New York he thought the Treasury 
Department was the one to which the State, 
because ot its dignity and importance, 
was entitled. In his ‘opinion the 
State was entitled to it because of its great 
service in the campaign. Mr. Garfield replied 
that be had been considering the name of Mr. 


Morton, but he had concluded that it 
would beinconvenient for him to make him 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury. He had promised 
hin either the headship of the syndicate or 
the mission to England or France. Mr. Conk- 
ling remarked:

JOHN WILKES BUOTH. 


An Actor’s Reminiscences of the Crazy 
Assassin of Lincoln. 
„ Gath““ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

John Matthews, the actor, has given me 
some interesting points about John Wilkes 
Booth. Matthews was the personto whom 
Wilkes Booth gave his confession ina sealed 
envelope as he rode about the streets of 
Washington on the day of Lincoln’s murder. 
Matthews agreed not to open the envelope till 
he had beard from Booth. That night the 
unfortunate Matthews found that Lincoln 
was murdered and Booth was the murderer. 
In the greatest apprehension he went to his 
lodgings and read the confession and destroy- 
ed it. He said to me: 

I became acquainted with John Booth ia 
Baltimore. We were boys together, I may 
say. He wassuch a generous, affectionate 
fellow—s0 brave fora friend, so thorougaly 
agreeable to know and be with—that he 
probably had some influence over me; but 1 
have always thought he was cracked in the 
upper story. His father, whom I never saw 
on the stage, was always reputed to be 
cracked, aud I think a little insanity is in the 
whole family. Mrs. Booth, the mother, was 
a delightful woman—so fond of her children, 
so beloved by everybody. They lived in 
High street, Baltimore, in a good house. You 
may not know that Abraham Lincoln died 
in my room at the nouse opposite the theater. 
It was a pleasant room, with two windows 
looking back on a yard. John Wilkes Boote 
often used to come over there from the 
theater and lie on my bed and talk to mo by 
the hour. The same walls which have 
echoed to his laugh sounded Linvoln’s dying 
moans. 

*T remember one dax, the most dismal day 
inthe winter, that a man called to see me 
and was shownup to the room. John Booth 
laid on the bed with his boots off, and i only 
got up when the stranger came to the door. 
The man was miserable to be seen. Ile was 
a soldier in the Union army, I suppose, tor he 
had on military shoes, but be was walking on 
his uppers. He had been in the slush and 
snow, and looked like a reculirtramp. ‘You 
are Mr. Matthews, of Baltimore, ' he said. 
“I went over to the theater, as I am from 
Baltimore myself, and asked if anv of the ac- 
tors were there, and they gave me your nung, 
and told me where you lived, sol came to 
see you. Youseethe condition Jam in, Mr. 
Mattnews. I have nothing to eat or drink, 
no place to sleep, and hardly shoes that wilt 
stay on my feet. I thouvit if I could see 
some of the actors they would fit me up a 
little.“ I said to myself: ‘There is a poor 
soldier who has cone off intothe army, and 
Lot enough of it, wad wants to vet bac, 
home.“ So Itold the men to sit down and 
take off his shoes and what socks he had left, 
and Wash his fcectin some fresh water [ bad 
just poured out. 

As he wus washing bis sore, grimy feet, I 
looked in the glass opposite the ved, an l saw 

Jobn Booth looking down at the min with an 
expression of interest and pity. I said: Nov, 
ny good fellow, Lhave a pairef shoes here 
that will meet your case, I think,“ so [give 
him the socks and a pair of shoes that would 
hold water, and out of odds and ends made 
bim up a comfortable suit, and gave him: 
drink of a bottle that had not been opened 
before, and started him on his road. When 
he had gone out John Booth said to me: 
What a compliment that was to actors, Johnn- 
ny! Did you mark that, my boy? He went to 
the theater and asked for the actors,’ said 
Bocth. ‘He didn’t go to one of those Bible 
thumpers, did he?’ “ 

Matthews said that he and Booth were 
both, as boys, runners to tires in the tail of 
some engine or hose compiny of Baltimore. 
He added with much good sense: The ubo- 
lition of the Volunteer Fire Department has 
saved the young men in the citdes from gen- 
eralruin. In my day, a year or two before 
the war, thesons of the best men in Baltimore 
loved to be rowdies and tire-runners. Every 
epgiue aud hose company had its cohort of 
younz, well-dressed rutlians, who carried 
Weapons and were pugilists, and generally 
meant to fight when they started out to put 
down a fire, and very often lighted the tires 
they were called on to subdue. The Blue 
Dicks’ were with the Newmarket Hose. The 
Plug Uglies, the Cotk Robins and the Killers 
were Other organizations.”

The goodin him predom- 
inates, and he woncers that any man was ever 
stingy or cruel. Your good cook is a civilizer, 
and without good food,well prepared,intellect- 
nal progress is simply impossible. Most of the 
orthodox creeds were born of bad cooking. 
Bad food produced dyspepsia, and dyspepsia 
produced Calvinism, and Calvinism is the 
eancer of Christianity. Oatmeal is responsi- 
ble for the worst features of Scotch Presbv- 
terianism.

The Regicidal Dynamite. 
From the St. Petersburg Goios. 

On April 16. in a suburb of St. Petersburg, 

there was destroved by explosion the black 
dynamite which has been taken out of the 
mine made in Little Garden street, and the 
explosive jelly with which were charged the 
bombs foundinthe rooms of the consp'ra— 
tors. Doth explosives are the Nihilist 
preparation. The weight of the explosives 
was eighty-five pounds. The experiment was 
made ona vessel 112 feet lonz, which was 
sunk during the Crimean war. Under its 
bottom ten feet under the surface of the 
water, were placed four charges; the first 
charge was thirty-five pounds of the black 
dynamite: the second, fifteen pounds of the 
biack dynamite and nine pounds of the eel- 
lulose dynamite; the third, twenty-nine 
pounds of the black dynamite; and the fourth, 
seven pounds of the explosive jellx aad 
twelve pounds of the cellulose dvnamite. 
The ice covering the surface of the water 
was nearly three feet thick. The dynamite 
was exploded by electricity. In places where 
the water was cleared of ice huge columns 
of water rose, carrying along wooden 
cebris of the vessel, stones and sand. Shaking 
of the ice was perceptible 140 feet from the 
place of the explosion. The fourth charge, 
containing the explosive jelly, was the most 
powerful. The first charge was not exploded 
on account of bad arrangement of the con- 
ductors. It was raised from the water and 
exploded onthe open space. The can con- 
taining the black dynamite was placed in 
snow onthe ice, and it Was covered witha 
stone weighing about six hundred pounds, 
and a beam ten feet louc and eigüt inches 
thick Was placed upon the stone. Two pieces 
ot the beam, three feet aud a haif long, were 
thrown in different directions. One fell Lb 
fect away, and the other 356 feet from the 
place of the explosion. Saaler pieces were 
picked ups! feet away. Tae stone was 
broken into small pieces, Which were scuk- 
te red. 
On the trial Nihilist Kibalchich, the dyna- 
mite and bomb mauufucturer, tried to prove 
that the quantity of dynamite and of the ex- 
piosive jelly put in the mine was the minimum 
required to accomplish the purpose—killinyg 
the Czar—aned that no passer-by on the side- 
walks nortbe people living in the houses 
nearest to the mine could suffer anv fatal in- 
jury. The experts deeded that had the mine 
beenexploded it might have produced de- 
struction and a great less of life.

CHECKING HORSES. 


The New System Denounced as Inhuman 
and Unnecessary. 
A Horseman’s Letter to Chicago Tribune. 


Permit me, a visitor to your city, to record 
my sense of regret to find your population, 
s0 thoroughly up to the murk in so many re- 
spects, behind the age iu one thing, which is 
alhthe more important as affecting a class 
which can neither grumble nor complain. I 

ce, seemingly ok general 
prevalence here, I say nothing of elsewhere, 
, patient and well. 
doing hoites by acheck-réin. 

In the hands of a professional horsebreaker, 
or in the hands of me owner of a horse which 
shows some incompleteness in the process of 
breaking in, the check-rein is a useful and 
a valuable institution for a purpose which is 
purely temporary; but when placed indis- 
criminately in the hands o; all and sundry, 
Tom, Dick and Harry; when applied by them 
Without the slightest attempt at reason, the 
check-rein becomes nothing more or less 
than an annoyance to many, and a piece of 
shameful cruelty to the majority of the poor, 
patient dumb creatures. I cannot use the 
word non-complaining, for I do not peram- 
bulate one of your streets without seeing 
many instances of silent complaint against 
this barbarous imposition, many protests tn 
the rigid upturned faces,in the violently con- 
strained postion of head and neck, in the un- 
easy, restless position of the whole animal, 
and too often inthe violent puffimg and throb- 
bing of the chest and the dilation of the eye 
and nostril. 

Physicians tell us that the first thing in the 
administration of physiological bodies is to 
give free scope to the influence of nature. 
Surely it is important to give nature all pos- 
sible scope in regard to a beast of burden, so 
long as that scope does not prevent its being 
useful. And how often have those of us who 
have seen horses managed without bearing 
reins on coming in from a run or work 
throw their heads down so as to relax the 
muscles of their chests, and at the same mo- 
nent give their exeited hearts free play and 
enable them to absorb all the oxygen whieh 
those excited hearts demand? How often 
have we seen, on the other hand, some poor 
horse religiously buckled up go excitedly 
along in a broken, excited pace with an ex- 
pression of speechless agony witten in char— 
acters such as he who runs might read on 
its brute features, and in the perspiration 
which seems about to break from ever; pore 
iu its body. The sight to me is always vex- 
ing, and know that Lam not What is called 
sentimental. 

We Americans make the daily boast that in 
everything we improve upon Great Britain. 
Surely this is but empty bumbtiousness when 
we come to consider that all the leading vet- 
erinary surgeons and authorities have de- 
cided against its indiscriminate uss and that 
itis but seldom seen in that country. Be- 
sides What would a Britisher think of us who 
constantly vaunt our system of economy in 
everything, when he saw on almost every 
horse be met an expensive piece of harness 
Which is of no vaiue except as a means of 
putting so much money into circulation 
through the medium of the barnessmakers? 
Far better put that money inside the 
stomachs of the too often needy animals. 

The sum and substance of the whole thing 
is, that the use of the bearing-rein, as af 
present, is uncalled for, and therefore inhu- 
man. It is the duty of one and’ all to put 
down inhumanity, but in the absence of leg— 
islative influenee in the matter this duty lies 
upon the shoulders of every individual who 
has anvthing todo with horses. Especially 
does it tie n:pon the shoulders of our medical 
men, Whose role in life extends farther than 
the treatment of their patients and the earn- 
ing of a Hivelihood; but more_especially does 
it devolve upon the Christian clergymen of 
this city, Who may find an instance where 
One whom they all desire to copy and to hold 
forth asa model ay not consider it too cos- 
mopolitan t® help poor donkey from a pit 
ou the Sabbath day.

Fighting a Mad Dog.

No sooner did 
tbe madcened beast see him than it leaped 
for bis throvt, and, and, getting asavage hold, 
tocether they fei off the fence into the street. 
Mr. Thompson, who is a panes ul man, 
fought desperately, and finally succeeded in 
getting away from the aui mal, but not until 
his coat and shirt were tern from him, and 
he was severely bitten in the throat and 
breast. The dog then ran maclly down Mary- 
land avenue, and his next vietim was a child 
named Eddie Simm, sou of one of our lead- 
ing dry goods merchants. Dashing at the 
boy, the dog threw him down and bit and 
tore the flesh from a dozen parts of his 
body. Fainting and bleeding, the child was 
picked up and carried to his father's resi- 
dence close by. & crowd had by this time 
gathered in pursuit ot the dog, but was not 
finally disposed of, although a dozen shots 
were fired at him, several of which wounded 
him, until he had severely bitten a colored 
boy named Richard Franklin, u distance of 
five or six squares from where the infuriated 
beast had started on his bloodthirsty flight. 


The: Asiatic Plague. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

According to Constautinople telegrams re- 
ceived by the Politische Correspondenz, the 
news forwarded by Dr. Zitterer, who has 
been sent bv the Turkish authorities as Sani- 
tary Inspector to the plhigue-stricken dis- 
trictsin Mesopotamia, on the west bank of 
the Euphrates, is not very encouraging. The 
scourge prevails chiefly in the City of Red- 
schef, containing about 2.200 houses and 14,- 
000 inhabitants. But the disease is confined 
to the two distriets of the city called Ziab and 
Huesch, while the other quarters are com- 
paratively free fromjin it. Dr. Zitterer had all 
cases of plague oceuring in the city outside 
of these two distriets conveved there in 
ainbulances, after ordering the re- 
maining clothing and effects of 
the vietims to be burned. The houses 
in Redsehef being all built of stone 
he caused the doors and windows, after the 
building had been thorough y fumigated, to 
he walled up. During the week from the 
26th ef March tothe 2d of April the Doctor 
recorded 224 new eases and 157 deaths. In 
the smaller villages surrounding the City of 
Redschef the pestilence rages at a fearful 
rate. In Dshaara, from whence it was im- 
ported to Redschef, from twelve to tifteen 
persons die Caily. Dshaara is a small village 
of about 1,200 inhabitants, of whom 350 have 
already fallen victims to the dreadful 
scourge. Inthe village of Abu-Schio, near 
Dsbarra, consisting of fiftv buts, with 150 
inhabitants, sixty-three persons have died. 
According to Dr. Zitterer’s statements the 
ague has not spread beyond the territory 
n Which it first appeared, and, although he 
admits that the disease appears in a very 
walignaut and violent form, he hopes to be 
able to keep it confined to the districts now 
affected.

[POISONOUS TOILET ARTICLES. 


Dangerous Results of the Application 
fof Cosmetics Containing Minerals. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. 

Cold lead may become injurious to life in 
more Ways than in a parabola from a gun 
Larrel, and tbere is little doubt that its vic- 
tims in peace are pretty nearly as numer- 
ous asin war. It is a subtle and stubborn 
enemy; can effect an entry into the human 
system in many ways without leaving a mark 
to indicate its passage, ind whenit thus in- 
sidiously attacks its victims it cannot be re- 
moved with surgical instruments. The in- 
eb pe effects of fresi paint are due to the 
ead out of which they are mixed, and 
painters’ colic is a disorder caused by taking 
the minute particles of the metal into the 
lungs aud through the pores. Ladies may 
escape its ambushes of this kind, but they 
are likely to eive it all the oppor- 
tunity it desires in other ways. For instance, 
hair dyes are alleged to contain varying 
amounts of lead. These colorless prepara- 
tions which the purchaser believes can re- 
store the owiginal tints to the hair, hold lead 
in solution, while the cosmetics forthe face 
which go by the high sounding names of 
enamel and so forth yield the analytical chem- 
ist larger or smaller precipitates of white and 
red lead when oe ad treated. The death 
of a young lady of Buffalo from lead poison- 
ing through the ſoolish habit of resorting to 
artificial complexion serves to direct public 
attention to the subject again. In this case 
the leaden particles were absorbed by the 
pores of the skin into the system. For eight 
years the unhappy girl had been an invalid, 
und at lenght death relieved her. Bismuth, 
antimony and other minerals are made use of 
more or less liberally, and all bring about 
their natural results sooner or later. 

Even when the cosmetic is no more deleteri- 
ous in composition than rice powder or 
chalk, u is injurious, since it chokes the 
pores ofthe face. Effete matter is carried 
irom the system through the skin to an ex- 
tent that would surprise anybody who had 
never paid attention to the subjeet, and so 
necessary is this dermal excretion that the 
loss of one-third of the breathing surface of 
the body is sufficient to produce death. But 
the mere faet that the application of cosmet- 
ics is attenced with danger and often with 
death, will pot prevent their use by ladies. 
Physical Gebi}ity, torture ond far more seri- 
ous complications resulting from their use, 
have not prevented the wearing of tight 
shoes an eorsets, and never will, 
health and comfort are only 
gladiy sacrificed fer beauty und 
It is curious

A Preacher Defending Whisky. 
From the New York Sun. 

At the Baptist ministers’? meeting yester- 
day, the Rev. A. G. Lawson, of the Green- 
wood Baptist Church, *Brooklyn, spoke for 
half an hour on the subjeet of total absti- 
nence. As a minister, he said. he could not 
feel justified in using alcehol, either asa 
stimulant or a narcotic, because it affected 
a minister just as quickly as a rep- 
robate. It was worse for a minister to 
drink than for any other maw on earth. 

„A prominent clergyman of thiseity,’’ said 
Mr. Lawson, “is famous Yor advoewting mod- 
erate drinking, and says that he has one 
glass of wine a day. He says that the man 
who drinks three glasses of whisky each day 
is not following his example. But each says 
that be takes just enough. The man who 
takes three glasses of whisky is simply fol- 
lowing the example of the man who takes a 
single glass of wine. One glass of wine taken 
by a minister may hurt a human soul forever. 
To paraphrase Scripture: ‘First cast the 
wine out of thine own eye, and them shalt 
thou see more clearly to cast out the beerand 
whisky out of thy brother’s exe.“ 

The Rey. F. A. Douglass told how the Firs 
Church in Poughkeepsie began two years ag 
to use the pure juice of the grape at com 
munion service. One of the old deacons 
feared that the change might create a ripple 
in the church. We know what that ripple

Five cents for polishing 
up a pair of stogas really leaves but a scanty 
margin for the time and labor of the skilled 
artist and the public, we feel certaia, will 
stand the advance without a murmur. 


VERY naturally the people along the over- 
flowed river bottoms in this neighborhood 
are in a state of utter demoralization. They 
have seen their fields and gardens invaded by 
the floods, their crops destroyed, their dwell- 
ings washed out, their labor dissipated, and 
many of them are inclined to bow suilenly to 
fate and fold their arms in despair. This 
should not be. The wheat crop is lost, but 
there is time enough yet to do profitable 
planting. The overflowed districts are cov- 
ered with a rich silt. As soon as the fields 
are dry enough the work of planting corn, 
beans, potatoes, etc., should be commenced 
and vigorously pushed. Don’t stop to rebuild 
fences and out-housés, but fill the generous 
earth with seeds. It is an easy matter, of 
course, to sit back and give advice to people 
who have been visited by calamity, but on 
reflection the farmers in the flooded districts 
will see that nothing will be gained by giving 
up the fight.

THE opening of the new Southern Hotel last 
night Was an eventof more than passing in- 
terest to St. Louis. It has been observed in 
other American cities that first-class hotels 
always add tothe general growth and pros- 
perity of the communities Which have the en- 
terprise to bring theminto existence.

Weare now 
prepared to invite conventions and big 
gatherings to our midst, besides taking care of 
the traveling public in a style unapproached 
in the West. Both the Lindell and the 
Southern have before them acareer of use- 
fulness and prosperity. 


ST. Louis has had a Radical Mayor one 
month, and still the streets there are almost 
impassabie from mud. Kansas City elected a 
Radical Mayor, and before he has been in a 
month some 6,000 people were drowned out of 
house and home.—{Sedalia Democrat. 


We are surprised that a newspaper so well 
informed as the Democrat should allow its 
partisanism to carry it to such absurd 
lengths. It is not possible that the editor 
himself believes that the mud is any 
thicker in St. Louis because of the elec- 
tion of Mayor EWING or that the big 
floods descended upon Kansas City in con- 
sequence of the election of a Republican 
Mayor.

Besides 
saving the citizens considerable money this 
forethought prevented, no doubt, some 
drunkenness and enabled the editors to leave 
behind them a record that will be of service 
to them if they ever have occasion again to 
swoop down upon the poor people of J. C. 
The cold water feature made avery marked 
impression upon the distinguished Col.

ENCOURAGED by Mr. GARFIELD’s recent 
coun @etat, Prince ALEXANDER, a scrofue 
lous German ‘*nob,’? who was set up in Bul- 
garia at the close of the Russo-Turkish war 
as a sort of constitutional ruler, under favor 
of the Czar, has burst forth as a full-blooded 
Dictator. He very solemnly informed the 
public the other day that he deemed it the 
part of wisdom tosuspend the Constitution 
for from five to seven years. That is to say, 
he will take personal charge.of the Govern- 
ment for five years, andif at the end of that 
time the people are getting on pleasantly he 
will give them once more the blessings ofa 
representative Government. Gen. EMOFF, 
who is his backer and adviser, is a bloody 
Muscovite and there is hardly any question 
as to the source that inspired this outrage 
upon the Bulgarians. It is a part of the Rus- 
sian programme. A more wretched nation 
than Bulgaria would be difficult to find in 


Europe. Dominated and abused for years 


by the worthless Turks, the Selavs have sunk 
into a condition of hopeless ignorance bor- 
dering on imbecility. A buffalo calf after a 
hard winter on the plains is a model of intel- 
ligence and courage in comparison with the 
average Bulgarian. As a class they are 
about as incapable of self-government as 
Hottentots, but this does not justify. the 
scoundrelism of the so-called Prince ALEXAN- 
DER.

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Fea A PLAIN TALE. 


The Post-Dispatch and {ts Relations to the 


rinters’ Union, 

There are some unemployed printers in 
this city who have amused themselves for 
some months past by distributing all sorts of 
lying circulars about this paper and its pro- 
prietor. There is a Printers’ Unionin this city 
to which however, most of the newspapers— 
more especially the ‘‘Republican’’ and the 
POST-DISPATCH—doO not belong. We are sorry 
for unemployed printers and have nothing 
against the Union. But this is a free country, 
and we understand that we have as much right 
to Manage Our own business as the Printers’ 
Union have to manage theirs. Yet, because 
we have simply asserted this principle and re- 
1used to yield to a most ludicrous effort of bull- 
dozing we have been denounced, not only as 
an enemy of the printers, but of 
workingmen generally, as an ‘‘oppressor’’ 
of labor, etc. How absurd and nonsensical this 
is must be apparent to every intelligent reader 
Of the paper who knows its tone and tendency 
Ot independence and steady hostility to all 
forms of shams, corruption and concentrated 
power—especially that of all monopolies and 
greedy corporations. But no matter 
how ridiculous these stories of our ‘‘tyranny’’ 
and ‘‘oppression’’ over employes appear to us 
no matter how utterly infamous they appear 
tothose who are familiar with the facts and 
who know that the POST- DISPATCH 
affords the most liberal wages, the 
easiest work and the most con- 
siderate treatment and is the only paper whose 
proprietor started as a common laborer,work- 
ing asafarm hand, a tireman of a steamboat 
and hostler before he joined the press as a re- 
porter—there are still those who want to know 
the animus of this bushwhacking warfare, and 
to gratify them we will tell the story as plainly 
as possible. 

Wheu the POST-DISPATCH passed into the 
hands of its present manager, through the con- 
solidation of the Post and the Dispatch, the 
printers were being paid 30 cents per thou- 
sand *‘fems’’ composition—the rate demanded 
by the Union. The Union was not recognized 
in the office of the Post, and the mechanical 
department of the PosT-DISPATCH was main- 
tainedon the same basis. This by way of es- 
tablishing the fact that the present proprietor 
of the POST- DISPATCH never had any disagree- 
ment with the Printers’ Union prior to the 
Ist of March last; never objected to its methods 
nor concerned himself with its affairs. 

About the first of March last the Union fixed 
the scale for afternoon composition at 35 cents, 
and three young men who Claimed to represent 
the Printers’ Union, but were utter strangers 
to us, waited upon the POsT-DISPATCH, pre- 
sented anargumentin behalf of the increase, 
and insisted that the Typographical Union 
should take charge of the office, which meant 
the dismissal of certain employes who 
were distasteful to them. The argu- 
ment advanced was that the Union 
could produce the paper on the basis of an in- 
creased scale for composition and still save 
the publishers money. Economy was thechief 
feature of the proposition, so that it will be 
seen that the charge that the POST-DISPATCH 
did not pay Union rates because of its desire to 
grind its employes, is groundless. 

Let the amusing tact be distinctly under- 
stood that inthe single interview with this fun- 
ny committee of the three great unknown,who 
admitted that they had never worked for the 
PoOsT-DISPATCH and who had not the remotest 
concern or connection with it, occurred the 
only conversation the proprietor of the P.-D. 
ever had with any being, living or dead, |who 
claimed to represent or belong to the Printers’ 
Union. Savein that single interview with the 
three strange young men no demand, request 
or suggestion of any character was made at 
any time to any body of the POST.DISPATCH, 
so far as we know, except inthe following re- 
markable incident: 

April5 was the day of the municipal elec- 
tion. On that morning a committee, rep- 
resenting eight or ten printers em- 
ployed on the Posr-DisrArCH, entered 
the editorial room with a written de- 
mand that the office should be at once placed 
in charge of the Union and the price of compo- 
sition increased to 35 cents per thousand. The 
day was selected because it was assumed that 
the extra work of getting up returns from the 
election would embarrass the office inthe event 
of a strike. At the time of the visit of the 
committee, with its insolent and dictatorial 
demand, the proprietor of the POST- DISPATCH 
was absent from the office. The dissatistied 
printers were requested to return to their 
‘*cases’’ and at least await his arrival. This 
they refused to do, upon which they were re- 
quested to leave the office. This they did. 
Their places were promptly filled. It will be 
seen that the proprietor of the POST-DISPATCH 
was not even permitted to hear their request 
before they took action, and that the demand 
foran increase of wages was coupled with 
another demand that the Union should be per- 
mitted to take charge of the office. 

The Typographical Union commenced carry- 
ing out its threat to force the office to recog- 
nize its claims. Circulars were distributed 
throughout the city calling upon all friends of 
the Union to discontinue their subscription to 
the paper; to withdraw their patronage from 
all persons known to be subscribers to the pa- 
per, and to especially refuse to deal with mer- 
chants advertising in its columns. As a last re- 
sort a Black List containing the names of ad- 
vertisers in the POST-DISPATCH was specially 
printed to frighten and bull-doze them. De- 
spite this conspiracy, this appeal to the princi- 
ples of mobism and violation of the right of 
citizens to manage thetr own affairs, the busi 
ness of the PosST-DISPATCH has steadily in- 
creased. The circulation of the paper 
has maintained its steady and remark⸗ 
able growth. We are prepared to show 
by our books that during every week of this 
bulldozing crusade,instigated by feeble rivalry 
and carried on by men never in our employ, 
the circulation of the Post-DisPpaTcH has in- 
creased with a natural ratio, while contracts 
have been closed with advertisers at an in- 
crease of twenty per gent in rates. Our books 
are always open to inspection, and all adver- 
tisers may call and satisfy themselves as tothe 
truth of our assertions. 

To the end that the silly charge of oppressing 
labor shall no longer be made against a paper 
that pays its reporters and editors better sala- 
ries than any evening newspaper in the United 
States, and its printers about $2500 per year, 
or twice as much money in the aggregate 


as any atternoon paper ever vubliu eu 
in St. Louis, we are now voluntarily pay™s 


the highest rate demanded for day co 


mand for such increase has been made by the 
present force employed by us, and there has 
never been the slightest disturbance in 
our composition room outside of the little 
plot on election day. The rate 
paid by us now is the increased rate of the 
Union in this city and even three cents more 
per thousand than is demanded by the Union 
in Cincinnati and other cities. 

The Post-DisPaTcH believes in the right of 
trained artisans and skilled mechanics 
to organize for their own good, but the 
right to manage the internal affairs of 
his office’, employ and discharge and to direct 
when and how labor shall be performed, 
is one that the proprietor reserves to him- 
self. The doctrine laid down by 
the Union that tt is justified in re- 
sorting to ‘‘Boycottink’’ measures to en- 
force recognition is the most dangerous and 
pernicious one ever advanced in this free 


country. It is simply one form of mob law, 


and if encouraged may in time 
attack every business interest in St. Louis. 
It practically amounts to this, that a newspa- 
per is expected to take out license, not from 
theestablished authorities as is the case in 
despotic Russia, but from an irresponsible lot of 
unknown men who assume no risks and share 
no losses. The Post-DIspaTcH has resisted 
asamatter of principle. It has the fellow- 
ship of such influential and well established 
newspapers as the New York Tribune, Chicago 
Times, Boston Herald, Cincinnati Commercial, 
Cincinnati Gazette and St. Louis Republican. 

The FOst-DISPATCH is a reputable, liberal 
institution. Its enterprise is no discredit to 
St. Louis. It receives and disburses over 
$150,000 per annum. Its employes are well 
paid and contented. Its expenses are over 
$300 per day. It employs steadily over one 
hundred men in this city alone, not counting 
about two hundred news boys. It spends more 
money for work and wages than any afternoon 
paper inthe country and tWice as much as was 
ever expended by any afternoon paper in St. 
Louis. It not only feeds thousands with news 
but hundreds with bread. Our steadily grow- 
ing circulation and business makes us feel 
that we enjoy public confidence and 
can afford to stand quite an amount of private 
malice and personal slander. Still, having 
treated both with the contempt they deserve, 
we have concluded to present the plain truth 
for the sake of truth itself.

PEABODY CORN. 

The Peabody corn is the same as the 
Blount corn, which took the Indiana Farmer 
premium last year. 
159 bushels of corn. We planted a few rows 
of it several years ago as an experiment. 
We think it averaged about four ears to the 
stalk, planted on very rich ground, four feet 
by three, two grains in a place, It is a hard, 
white variety, with-shallow, broad grains. If 
we were feeding many cattle we surely would 
raise this kind of corn, and cut it up for fod- 


der and feed it without husking, or better | 


run the whole stalk and ears through a cut- 
ting box, and either steam or scald before 
feeding. Wethink that would come as near 
a perfect feed for cattle as could be devised. 

Weshonld say that the corn we tried came 
from Tennessee, and was known as the John- 
Son or D. B. Johnson stock corn. A friend 
told us be had raised fourteen ears to the 
stalk, and in Tennessee it was called the 
fourteen-ear corn. It is possible fourteen 
ears may have been raised on one stalk, or 
rather from one grain, for it branches out, 
making many stalks or branches ina hill. 
When you increase the nnmber of ears you 
diminish the size in about the same ratio. 

PREVENTING CHICKEN CHOLERA. 

F Chickens die from other diseases than 
cholera. The first thing to decide then, is it 
cholera? This can be told by inspection of 
the excrements. In a normal condition the 
part excreted by the kidneys is of pure white 
color. The bowel discharges are of various 
hues. For brevity let us call the kidney dis- 
charges urates, and that 1s the part which 
claims attention. After a fowl takes the con- 
tagion, the first and only reliable symptom is 
a discoloration of the urates. At first a yel- 
low tint, rapidly changing into a deep yellow 
eolor. Upto this time the temperature of 
the fowl] is the same, and the excrement is of 
afnormal consistency. In one or more davs 
the urates 3 increase in quantity and 
constitute the greater part of the diarrhea 
which sets in. In a few cases the urates be- 
come greenish and rarely of a deep green col- 
or. The liver is greatly enlarged. 

Sick birds must be destroyed. The excre- 
ments of sick birds are the — means of 
spreading the contagion. ence those which 
are voiding yellow urates should be destroyed 
without delay, and cremated er buried very 
deep. Kill without bloodshed, too, since the 
blood poison is even more virulent than the 
éexcrements. 

Healthy birds should be placed on disin- 
fected grounds. Ifthe yards have become 
infected, the birds should be kept out for at 
least a year, and disinfected by a thorough 
sprinkling with a ‘solution, three pounds of 
sulphuric acid to forty gallons of water. The 
Manure should be thoroughly cleared out, 
and the ground saturated with this disinfecte 
ant. Thedrinking vessels and troughs must 
be destroyed by fire or soaked for twelve 
hours in the solution named before placing 
them before healthy fowls. 

Great care must be taken to note first ap- 
pearance of the disease. If birds have been 
exposed, the symptoms of disease may be 
noticed in from three to twenty days. As 
soon as any unhealthy discharges are noticed 
they must be scraped up and removed out of 
possible reach of fowls, and the sick ones de- 
stroyed atonce. If birds have been long ex- 
posed to the disease fumigation with fumes 
of sulphur tothe point of suffocation is nec- 
essary. 

CLEANLINESS IN BUTTER-MAKING. 

The best butter-maker in the worid will 
{ail te get first quality of butter 1f the cows 
are milked in a dirty stable. It is not long 
ago that a New Jersey farmer asked me how 
he could best market his butter, which be 
sukl was exceedingly good. He enlarged 
upon bis high-grade Alderneys and the qual- 
ity of his pastures and water. Afterwards I 
went out to see acow I wanted to buy, and 
he sat down at milking time to let me judge 
or her flow. I certainly never saw a dirtier 
— of milk. Specks of dirt, dust, dandruft, 

airs, etc,, peppered the top and 
swasbed about on the bottom as the 
pail was emptied. He got only eighteen 
or twenty cents for his butter, and I think it 
was worth no more. Does not this filth 
flavor the milk,the cream and the butter? 
Most assuredly it does. This is only obvious 
filth; the invisible and more potent volatile 
exbalations from the manure and the urine- 
saturated floors and all the mal-odorous sur- 
roundings of most cow-stables usually have a 
yreater influence. When milk is once con- 
taminated nothing can be done which will 
entirely do away with the effect. Part of the 
evil may be removed by thorough airing of 
the milk as itis cooled before setting. Shal- 
low setting no doubt favors the removal of 
these odors, and xration during churning 
has an important effect. But here, as in 
many other things, the fountain head is the 
spot at which reform should be commenced. 

STY FEVER. 

The April number of the National Live 
Stock Journal has an excellent article by Dr. 
Ezra Stetson. The Doctor is one who breeds 
swine by the hundreds, and his herds have 
had remarkable exemption from disease. His 
experience and years of careful and intelli- 

ent observation add value to his paper. 

e is too independent in his style and thought 
to be always in the fashion. Some may say 
he is alittie behind the times om the germ 
theory of disease, butin that he has good 
company. The name hog cholera is a mis- 
nomer. He prefers sty fever. Professor 
Law callsit hog fever. The anvients called 
contagious diseases plagues. Thisis a new 
disease imported to America. Fleming, in 
his “Animal Plagues,” printed in London 
in 1871, gives numerous instances of its out- 
break and Prevalence even prior to the Chris- 
tian era. In America it was first noticed in 
1856 in the distillery pens, near Buffale, N. 
Y. Soon after that

TENT CATERPILLARS. 

Look out now for the first appearance of 
this orcbard pest. Deacon Brown suggests 
that farmers keep a sharp lookout for them 
‘on the wild cherry trees or bushes scattered 
about the farm or along the fence rows. He 
says they will be seen there before they will 
be noticed in the orchard. The remedy in 
such cases is to destroy them with the hand, 
or better yet, to cut down the bushes. and 
burn the bush and nest. ! 

If. every farmer will care for such things we 
may easily bold in check this pest. But as 
this can not be hoped for, it will be the duty 
of the more enterprising and intelligent 
farmers and orchardists to double their dili- 
gence, and keep their orchards and farms 
clean from such noxious insects. In fighting 
these enemies along division fence lines, it 
may not be amiss to carry the war into Africa 
and even tres enthe neighbor’s farm if 
the hosts of this ravenous foe should show its 
tents spread on the adjoining premises. In 
‘waging a war of extermination the victor 
need not be careful about invisible boundary 
lines. Pursue the enemy to the death, and 
hear complaints about trespass afterwards. 

The time for suecessful attack is in the 
morning before the skirmishers and foragers 
have been sent out. They will all be at home 
and helplessly massed in their tents at the 
mercy of one blast froma shot-gun or the 
touch of a fire-brand, ora swab of old rags 
and soft soap. The latter is to be preferred, 
as it leaves no scar on the trees. 

The tent caterpillar is so easily destroyed 
that it is strange that it has ever been allowed 
to get a foothold. in examing the orchard 
for them, watch closely the early apple trees, 
There is some- 
thing unique in this fact. How isit thatin 
the same orchard or in the same row of the 
orchard, the nest of eggs on the early apple 
trees will hateh before the nest on the late 
apple trees, and in each case will hatch just 
in time to:be fed byſthe opening buds? The lit - 
tle rascals are never ushered into the world be- 
fore there is ample forage near at hand. Here 
is aquestion forthe scientific man, and we 
shall be glad to hear from Riley and Warder, 
or any one who can explain the cause of this 
timely and yet varying hatching of the cater;

Agricultural Notes. 


The area of sorgho planted in Minnesota 
last year was 7,317 acres. A much larger 
acreage will be put in this year. 


The European production of beet root su- 
gar for the season just ending is now estima- 
ted at 245,000 tons more than that of the pre- 
vious year. 

The blackberry crop has been very badly 
injured by the hard winter from Virginia to 
Connecticut, and unquestionably that fruit 
will be scarcer than for several vears before. 


Gov. Jerome, of Michigan, by proclama- 
tion, appointed the 28th inst. as Arbor 
Day,“ the object being to devote the day 
throughout the State to the planting of or- 
namental and shade trees. 


The peach crop of lower Delaware and 
Maryland is badly injured by frosts. The 
trees are fully one month late in blooming. 
There is a good prospect for a fine crop of 
peaches in Southwestern Georgia. 

Rainwater brings down yearly about twelve 
pounds of ammonia per acre of ground. To 
supply an equal amount of sulphate of am- 
monia, at six cents a pound, would cost the 
farmer $2 80 an aere, and is therefore the 
manurial value of the grain. 

Shorthorn breeders report the demand for 
young bulls by Western and Southwestern 
runchmen as still very brisk at fair prices. 
Robert Miller, of West Libertv, will ship, 
about May 12, three car loads of full-bloods 
to Wyoming and five car loads of high 
grades to Panhandle, Texas. 


On the 14th inst., Land Commissioner Cof- 
fin, of the St. Louis and San Francisco rail— 
road, closed a sale of 188,000 acres of land in 
Berry county, Missouri, to the Missouri Land 
Company, of Scotland. The purchase was 
made by Sidway, Bogue & Co., of Chicago, as 
agents of the Scotland company. The price 
has not transpired. A large number of Scotch 
colonists will be settled on the land. 


A bill recently passed the lower house of 
the New York Legislature which provides 
that all packages containing oleomargarine, 
butterine, suine and other substances de- 
signed to take the place of butter, saall be 
branded “Imitation Butter,“ and which com- 
pels all hotel, restaurant and boarding-house 
ceepers using it on their tables to keep post- 
ed in tbeir dining-rooms conspicuous pla- 
cards bearing the words, “Imitation Butter 
Served Here.“ 


Chicago Times: The farmers of Canada are 
scarcely less astute in money-makiu devices 
than the Yankee peddlers whose wooden nut- 
megs have become historic.

Let 
the horses, cattle, sheep and swine help to do 
the harvesting. ‘they can do it cheaper than 
reapers, mowers, hired men and other ex- 
pensive assistants. Sow more clover seed, 
and let it enrich the soil that is thin and ex- 
hausted by continual cultivation of wheat, 
barley and corn. Clover will not only enrich 
the soil, butit will check the encroachment 
of pestiferous weeds. 


Household Notes. 


Rick BirpDs.—Clean and sprinkle with 
pepper and salt, wrap each bird ina slice of 
fat salt pork and impale halfadozenona 
skewer. Roast ina hot oven ten and fifteen 
minutes; serve on a hot platter, a bib of but- 
ter on each bird, and decorate them neatly 
with parsley. 

TOMATO Soup.—Put two-thirds of 4 two- 
ound can of tomatees on the stove and let 
it boil. Put one teaspoonful soda into the 
tomatoes; after it is done foaming put the 
tomatoes into two quarts of boiling milk, 
season With salt, pepper and a liberal lump 
of good butter. 


CIDER JELLY.—-H. D. sends a recipe which 
she has used with great success. Get cider 
rignt from the press before it is in the least 
fermented. Boil it in porcelain or brass; do 
not add any fresh cider after it once begins 
to boil. Therein lies the secret if there is 
uny. It does not require any sugar. 

OMELET SOUFFLE.—F rom five eggs reserve 
the whites of three. Beat the remaini 
whites and yolks together, and mix wit 
them agillof cream. Into a frvingpan put 
a piece of butter the size of a walnut. 
When it is brown pour in the beaten eggs 
and let them cook as fast as they ein with- 


out burning. When nearly done spread the 
reserved whites beaten to a stiff froth over, 
and put the sryingpan into a hot oven fora 
moment until the whites are just stiffened. 
Pour upon a platter and serve. 


| LEMON CakE.—Beat together one cup of 
butter and three cups white sugar; add five 
ces, the whites and yolks beaten separately. 

hen add the juice and grated rind of a lem- 
on, a cup of milk with a teaspoon of soda 
stirred into it 888 powder is good) and 
four cups of sifted flour; bake in ahot but 
steady oven. 


CABBAGE.—Chop fine one good-sized solid 
head. Tofour well-beaten eggs add four 
tablespoonfuls sweet ¢ream, one of celer 
seed, nearly one of salt and ground mustar 
one-half teaspoonful black pepper, one-half 
eup good vinegar; 7 on the stove and stir 
until it just bolls; if it cooks too long the egg 
will become lumpy; pour over the cabbage 
and mix thoroughly. 


STUFFED SHOULDER OF VEAL.—Remove 
the bone from a shoulder of veal and fill with 


astufling of bread-crumbs, seasoned with 


summer savory, saltand pepper. Wet with 
as little water as possible, ana add an egg and 
a lump of butter the size of an egg. Rub the 
shoulder well with butter and roast slowly 
till thoroughly done, Mince up any rem- 
nants of the meat and stuffing that are left 
after the meal, add a little more summer 
savory and some sage, min with the yolk of 
an egg, and make into small balls and fry as 
veal croquettes tor breakfast.

The employes at Jos. T. Wangler’s Boiler 
Works have been on a strike for the past 
two weeks. A Post-DISPATCH reporter met 
one of the strikers this morning and Was in- 
formed that a meeting of the Boiler makers 
inthis city will be held at Stolle’s Hall, 
corner Thirteenth and Biddle streets, at 8 
o’clock this evening. The number of men 
emploved in the boiler shopsof Rohan Bros., 
J. O’Brien, Jos. T. Wangler and Girstinz’s, 
including about fifty belpers, amounts to 
nearly 200. No complaints is offered as to the 
number of hours labor required, butit is 
thought that an advance of twenty 
per cent will be demanded. The object otf 
the meeting to be held to-nightis to form a 

soiler Makers’ Union, there being no organi- 
zation of the kind in the city now. Boiler 
makers in Chicago are receiving from 32 85 to 
73 25 per dax. In Cincinnati the wages 
uverage about $5 per day. Here 
boilermakers onty receive $2 50, and helpers 
from $1 50 to #2 per day. The advisability 
of a general strike at allthe shops in the 
city will be discussed to-night, and a strike 
for 20 per cent advance will provably occur on 
Monday next,

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AN OHIO DUEL. 


How Mr. Love and Mr. Brooks Made 
Dog’s Meat of Kach Other. 


Nelsonville (O.) Special to Cincinnati Commercial, 3a° 


Coming here this aftei noon from Columbus 
to investigate somewhat into this mining 
strike, inaugurated throughout this valley 
Ran I found the community, which has 

itherto been peaceful and quiet, stirred up 
to a high . of excitement by one of the 
coolest shooting affrays on record. As I 
write George Brooks, one of the victims,more 
or less riddled with bullets, ts being conveyed 
to the train for Logan, the (Hocking) county- 
seat, and the other, Scott Love, with.a bullet 
through his abdomen, is lying at the point of 
death at Orbiston, a few miles north of here, 
across the Hocking county line. Orbiston 
is a mining settlement, at which place 
is located the Helen Furnace. It has 
a population of some two hundred persons, 
most of whom are miners and furnace men. 
Love and Brooks are employed at the fur- 
nance, and have worked together for several 

ears. Some time ago they became engaged 

a quarrel which originated at a country 
nance, and has lasted until to-day. They are 
both young men, and Brooks has been mar- 
ried a little less than a year, and two weeks 
ago his wife bore him a chiid. Last night 
Brooks celebrated this event by getting on a 
spree, and returning to the furuace he met 
Love and the old feud was rekindled. Some 
hot words were used, and a fight ensued. 
Brooks picked up a heavy piece of cinder and 
struck Love on the head, and the fight ended 
for the time, Love promising to renew hos- 
tilities in the morning. 

When morning arrived Brooks was inform- 
ed that Love had purchased a revolver and he 
too prepared himself with a five-shooter, and 

roceeded with his friends to the furnace. 
here he met Love anda crowd of backers. 
Both were prepared for battle and it did 
vot take long to find sufficient cause. Fol- 
lowed by their respective cliques the two 
principals walked along together, calling each 
other hard names until Love finally picked up 
a brick and threw it at Brooks’ head. This 
Brooks warded off but received a severe 
bruise onthe elbow; at the same time he 
drew a six-shooting thirty-two caliber re- 
volver and fired, the ball entered Love’s ab- 
domen, but he did not fall. Give it to him 
back!” yelled one of the crowd, and Love 
also drew and fred. There were 
probably fifty men circled around the 
colnbatants, each urging his favorite to fire, 
and exch armed with a knife or pistol. The 
principals needed no encouragement, how- 
ever. Long buried hatred had burst forth 
in the bosom of each, and frenzied with ex- 
citement they fullv determined to settle the 
matter then and there. The crowd yelled, 
and the fighting continued unabated. Love 
was firing a little faster than his opponent, 
but Brooks’ aim seems to have been none the 
steadier for the delay. The men were stand- 
ing at short range, each firing alternately, 
and in comparatively good order. Finally 
Love began retreating, Brooks following him, 
still üring. Love backed as far as the engine 
house corner, and, again standing his ground, 
emptied his revower st his opporeat, who 
fell with a bullet in each leg. 

The crowd surged around the fillen man, 
who was vainly attempting to reload the emp- 
tied pistol. Brooks also called to the triends 
for a knife to remove the shells trom his 
weapon. Both men were now hors de com- 
bat, but each was anxious to continue the bat- 
tie until one or the other would acknowledge 
himself defeated. The friends of the parties 
now declared the battle ended. The combat- 
ants were taken from the field and a telegram 
was at once sent to Nelsonville for medical 
aid, and Dr. Wm. Alderman, of this place, 
at once responded. He found Love with 
a bullet hole in the abdomen about two 
inches to the left of the umbilicus. A probe 
was introduced to the depth of at least six 
inches. hut no ball could be found. The end 
of the little tinger of the left hand had also 
been grazed with a ball. The patient was 
voniting freely, but not bleeding, and was 
very restless. To-night he is said to be dy- 
ing. Brooks was shot through the lower por- 
tion of each leg. One bail passed through 
the right legend another is buried in the 
tiesby part of the left. Both men bave been 
placed under arrest. Love is 22 years old and 
unmarried. 


Jay Gould Snatched From Death.

“T was standing in Wall street on Friday, 
with my overcoat on my arm,“ said a Lroker 
yesterday, When I saw Jay Gould start to 
cross the street. A Brosdwer stase was 
coming down the street full tilt, and the 
driver was having a bard time to manage the 
Lorses. Other vehicles were coming up, and 
Jay Gould, secmingly abstracted, started to 
cross between the approaching teams. I did 
not see how he could escape being crushed.

It was all as clear as a 
photograph, and the whole scheme flhed 
through my mind in an instant. I moved up 
toward him. The vehicles coming up the 
street blocked his way beyond a certa‘n patb, 
along Which came the lumbering stage with 
its unruly borses and dangerous pole. Jay 
Gould cleared the stlewalk and was about to 
make another step. I shook out * over- 
coat to have it ready. As he leaned forward 
a passer-by, whodid not know him, but who 
saw the danger, grab! ed lim and pulled bim 
back. The stage coach rolled by, and Gould, 
then appreciating his danger, shook the 
band of the man who had rescued him, 
uitered a werd of thanks, and passed on. I 
folded up my overcont, turned into New 
street, and, lighting a fresh cigar, meditated 
upon ‘the evanescence of fortune.“ 


The Revised Scriptures. 
New York Special to Chicago Times. 

The Rev. Dr. Philip Schaff, of the Ameri- 
can Committee for the Revision of the New 
Testament, said that the book would be issu- 
ed on May 20, simultaneously in this country 
and England. The American Bible Society 
cannot reprint it until there has been a change 
in tts constitution. Dr. Schaff thinks the new 
edition of the New Testament will in time en- 
tirely replace the King James version. The 
American Committee reeommended some 
minor alterations which were not accepted by 
the Epglish Committee, but they will be is- 
sued in the form of an appendix to each vol- 
ume. Dr. Schaff says these alterations are 
intended merely to secure greater accuracy, 
and do not embrace anything that can be re- 
garded as touching doctrinal points. For in- 
stance, the Americans recommend the use of 
the word “‘grain’’ for “corn,” the latter term 
being generally accepted now as meaning In- 
dian corn, of which there is none raised in 
Palestine. The English Committee, however, 
adhered to the term ‘‘corn,’’ and also to old 
ways of spelling, which the American Com- 
mittee proposed to alter.

GAS GOSSIP.

Second Day 's Proceedings of the W.. 
ern Gas Association. 


The second day’s ses on ot the Weitern Gas 
Association opened t lo 0’ clovk ths morning. 
Several new deleg' utes were fehorted to have 
arrived during tne night. Theneeting open- 
ed with the diveussion of Meat-Its Philoso- 
phy and Economical Use.’’ Mr. Munzinger, 
of Philadelphia, read a paper on the philoso- 
phy of heat, which was quite minute and elab- 
orate, but not of public interest. This he fol- 
lowed up by figures showing that the contrac- 
tion of gasfrom the meter to the consumer 
was nearly 30 per cent, this being caused by 
the lowering of the temperature. From other 
calculations he showed that when the 
exhauster is placed before the stationary 
meter two and one-half feet of gas would pass 


through the meter without being registered. 
The exhauster should be placed after the sta- 
tionary meter and this loss saved to the manu- 
facturer. Lossesin gas works begin with the 
retort and are there 144 percent. The loss by 
the consumer’s meter is 344 per cent; by tem- 
peratuie 3 per cent; by service pipe, 4%; by 
condensation 1 per cent; oY pressure „ of one 
percent. The loss for leakage in pipe is also 
great, especially inold pipes. The life ofa 
pipe is but 10 to 12 years. Meters re- 
gistered about 3 per cent in favor of con- 
sumers. Meters should be tested every six 
months in justice to consumer and manufac- 
turer. In regard to complaints of bad 
gas, the greater the pressure of the atmosphere 
the greater the illuminating power of the gas. 
The total loss of gas from all sources he fixed 
at 15 per cent. In regard tothe use of gas for 
cooking stoves he read a table showing the 
number of feet of gas it takes to cook various 
articles of food —for instance; M gas 2 lbs. of 
mutton and potatoes require 1344 feet; 1½ lbs. of 
beefsteak,5}4 feet; 2 er pies, of 1lb. each, 934 
feet; 234 lbs. of bread, 6 feet: a3 lb. apple pie, 7 
feet; 3% lbs. of baked potatoes, 9feet of gus. 
These are figuresof interest to economical 
housekeepers. 

Mr. Gimper, of Leavenworth, then read a 
paper uponthe economical use of heat. It 
was a translation of a scientific report made 
in 1879 at Munich by three great German chem- 
ists. Thereport treated of the various kinds 
of coke in usé in Europe, and the chemical 
products which can be obtained from them. 
It was very long and very minute, but proved 
of little interest to the convention forthe rea- 
son thatthe European cokes are not the cokes 
we have in this country. 

The committee on members reported the fol- 
lowing additional names for membership: W.

There are only three stables at 
present in active training for the summer 
trotting campaign. At the head of the list of 
Joseph D. Lucas is the chestnut stallion, 
Mambrino Gift, Jr., five years old, by Mam- 
brino Gift, out of Kate{Duncan, by imported 
Stoneplover. Gift, Jr. is conceded to be the 
handsomest trotting stallion in the State, 
and can hardly be bought.

Gift Jr.,stands fully 16.2, 
has great muscular action, is free and easy, 
speeds at 2.25 and gives promise of a brilliant 
future. The plan of the owner is to campaign 
the stallion two seasons to develop his speed, 
and then retire him to the stud. 

Mr. Lucas also has Centella, a bay mare, 
nine years old, by Second Kirkwood—Lady 
Washington, with arecord of 2.31, which will 
be lowered this season. 

Anether on the list is Nannie L, a bay mare, 
eight years old, by Hambletonian Star—Gra- 
nada, with record of 2.35.
